west on said ling, to the range line between ranges thir-
ty-three (33) and thirty-four%Si); thence north on said
line, to the middle of the Minnesota river ; thence south-
easterly along the middle of the main channel of the
Minnesota river to the place of beginning.

The county officer in Brown county, to whom
the returns are mnade, shall within twenty days after said
clection, canvass the votes returned for and against said
change of county line, and shall forthwith certify the re-
sult of sach canvass to the Governor, who, if it appears
that a majority of the voters in Brown county are in fa-
vor of a change of county line, shall make proclamation
thereof, by cauging it to be published in a newspaper, of
said county, that the change proposed by this act, has been
ratitied by & majority of the voters of Brown county,

See. 5. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
this act are hereby repealed.

Seo. 6. This act elga.ll tako effect and be in force from
and after its ratification by the voters of Brown county,
as provided in section three of this act.
